TAKE HOSTAGES 


French Will Prevent At- 
tack, Leaving.

FRANKFORT, Mey 16.—The French 
and Belgian troops will withdraw from 
the Frankfort pecupied area tomorrow 
morning at 5 o’clock. The move is 
unannounced and there will be no 
formal review of troops. The’column 
will move toward-Mayence, machine 
guns ready for any demonstration of 
interference by the Germans. 

All is quiet in Frankfort tonight, 
the Germans not knowing their unwel- 
come visitors will withdraw in a few 
hours, as the plans are carefully con- 
cealed. 
Demand Peace Security. 

The city of Frankfort, upon the de- 
mand of the French, has deposited 
1,000,000 marks as security against 
molestation or interference in the evac- 
uation. 

Four principal officials of the city 
were ordered to report to the Freneh 
heaquarters at 5 o'clock in the morn- 
ing and will be held as hostages to in- 
sure a peaceful withdrawal. They are 
Oberbiirgermeister Voight, District 
Governor Kossman, Police President 
Ehrler, and Chairman Hopt of the Mu- 
nicipal council. 

Ehrler ig getting out a proclamation 
to the people urging them to be quiet 
and not interfere with the departure of 
the French. The French are also issu- 
ing a proclamation saying they are de- 
parting. It was reported tonight that 
this proclamation will be headed “ The 
French keep their word.” 

Feeling Still Is Tense. 

The feeling between French and 
Belgian military andthe civilians is 
still tense. Last night in the 8Schiller- 
plats, the scene of a shooting when 
the French first arrived, a civilian af- 
fected the French salute and stuck out 
his tongue.

“WHAT SHALL WE DO ABOUT 
IMMIGRATION? 


Up to the outbreak of the world war there was 
no lack of labor in this country. Industry drew 
constantly upon the apparently unlimited resources 
ef Europe. In fact, there was constant unemploy- 
ment, though much of it was unnecessary, the 
effect of lack of organization and intelligent means 
of distribution. 

During these years there was Nittle consideration 
of the political and social aspects of immigration. 
The assumption was ‘that America promptly and 


_effectively absorbed and assimilated the new comer. 


Some voices were raised in warning. There was an 
organized attempt to restrict immigration, op- 
posed by idealists and to some extent by “labor. 
But it was ineffectual and during the years be- 
tween 1900 and 1918 about fourteen million aliens 
were admitted. 

But after the world war began the European 
traditions and ties of a large part of our popula- 
tion became highly energized-and Americans began 
to realize that there was something seriously lack- 
ing in the process of Americanization on which 
we had been relying. Serious consequences to our 
domestic peace and even our international relations 
were threatened and the pendulum of public opin- 
ion swung vigorously toward restriction. ® 

This opinion has been intensified by the growth 
of foreign radicalism and by the acute industrial 
unrest which have manifested since the 
end of hostilities, 

‘On the other hand, the shortage of labor is hav- 
ing economic consequences. we cannot ignore and 
the problem of getting the nation’s work done is 
forcing itself upon public attention. Some so- 
lution must be attempted and it is to be hoped 
it will be approached in a broad and constructive | 
spirit. 

Most important and most difficult perhaps is the 
political and social aspect of the problem. Cer- 
tainly we cannot afford to permit an indiscriminate 
influx of aliens from regions so different in race, 


tradition, culture and modes of thought and life 


that their Americanization is tmpossible within any 
reasonable period of time. That would mean the 
certain transformation, if not the degeneration, of 
our institutions. We need immigrants, but they 
should be drawn from races as near as possible 

Care must be taken also to exclude the type of 
violent radical who cannot be expected to give him- 
self fairly to the influences of our principles and 
ideals, our methods and manners because of pre- 
Conceived theortes or painful experiences in the 
Jand he has left. We ought also, so far as possible, 
not to admit the people of regions generally af- 
fected by radical conceptions the outgrowth of an 
unhappy history and experience. 

We realize this is not an easy thing to accom. 

plish. But it is urgently necessary “hat we should 
at least sincerely attempt it. 
' On the economic sidé} we must improve our 
policy also. It is not merely a problem of how to 
the greatest amount of cheap labor. On the 
this point of view should be avoided. 
immigration we should permit is that 
which will be constructive, economically, politi- 
cally, and socially, so far as we can foresee its 
effects. We want immigrants who will grow up to 
our standards, not break them down. In this we 
are in accord with the point of view of organized 
labor so far as it looks to protect the Amegican 
wage earner from unfair competition. 

Im one direction at least there should be no dif- 
ficulty. The country is fn pressing need of agrt- 
cultural labor. Organized labor needs it as well as 
the rest of the hation. There should be encour- 
agement of immigration from the agricultural dis- 
tricts of northern Europe. The literacy test is 
faulty in this respect. It should be waived at least 
so far as agricuitural labor is concerned and also 
_perhaps the anti-contract labor provision. 

Finally, better means of directing the immigrant 
and of protecting him or her from exploitation 
should be evolved. Some of the worst results from 
oyr past policy of unrestricted immigration have 

-eprung from the lack of intelligent supervision. 
There ‘should be efficient government agencies to

THE POINT OF THE CRIME 
CONTROVERSY. 


Remarks on the crime situation in Chicago made 
by Judge W. N. Gemmill at a luncheon of the 
Hamilton club indicate that the judge and the Cht- 
cago crime commission are sti at odds on the 
subject of ‘whether major crimes are decreasing 
or increasing in Chicago. Upon the fact that there 
is too much crime in Chicago, both seem to be 
ugreed., 

That, after all, is the important point. Both the 
judge and the commission, we believe, are more 
interested in the actual business of decreasing 
crime Ahan in the merits of any controversy -on 
the subject. 

Here again we find them aaa and in ‘th 
agreement lies the hope’ for a decrease in crime 


controversy, and at the same time give citizens 
the protection which they seek, and to which they 
have a right. 

Judge Gemmill declares that one of the basic 
causes of our crime waves lies in the administra- 
tion of the parole laws. The turning toose of 
hardened criminals has been shown to mean fur- 


| ther major crimes at the hands of these men, he 
‘says. The commission has collected statistics 


which prove the truth of his contention. In this 
matter they are agreed, and in this matter they 
can work to good ends by correction of the evil. 
The escape of criminals on fake bonds after in- 
dictment by the grand jury is another source of 
crime, according to the judge. In this also the 
members of the commission undoubtedly hold the 
same opinion. The fake bond evil as a mere licens. 
ing of crime is worse than a scandal. It can be 
remedied. 
interested in the suppression of crime will work 
together through the constitutional convention, we 
believe a criminal bond provision can be estabiished 
which will prevent the escape of criminals by the 
simple payment of a bond fee. 
Last week one brave policeman, W. A. Roberts, 
father of five little children, was murdered by a 
bandit. Another policeman was wounded. The 
robber was killed. Such tragedies are too frequent 
in the life of the city. Judge Gemmill as well as 
the crime. commission will admit that. With 
mutual purpose to reduce such crimes and other 
crimes to a minimum, the judge and the commis- 
sion can carry @ good cause to a successf end. 


"RULE BY ABUSE. 

The -attack of Wayne B. Wheeler upon Vice 
President Marshall because of the latter’s state- 
ment concerning the senate vote on the dry amend- 
ment again illustrates the growing tendency of a 
certain class of reformers to rule by abuse. 

Mr. Wheeler, who is general counsel of the Anti- 
Saloon league, took exception to Mr. Marshall’s re- 
ported statement that the senate would not have 
appyoved prohibition if it had voted behind closed 
doors. If Mr. Marshall made the statement, as we 
assume ‘he did, he undoubtedly made it as a state- 
ment of what he honestly believed to be fact. 

But Mr.. Wheeler rises in his wrath and de- 
nounces the vice president as one who insylts the 
senaté and proves himself a traitor to the convic- 
tions with which he entered public life. The fact 
that Mr. Marshall expressed an honest opinion ap- 
parently means nothing to Mr. Wheeler so long 
as that opinion is contrary to his own. It serves 
only as an excuse for a tirade of abuse. 

We have had too much such abuse. 
reformers. 
to force Mr. Wheeler to concur in. Mr. Marshall’s 
opinion. By what right does Mr. Wheeler seek to 
force his own opinion on the world? In the esgen- 
tials of form, if not in effect, such abuse is the 
same whether it comes from the mouth of the 
general counsel of the Anti-Saloon league or the 
mouth of a Soap box radical. |

CAUSES OF MOUTH CANCER. 
MOKERS’ cancer of the mouth has 
had its proponents. It is actepted 
that smoking is one of the principal 
causes of cancer of the lips and 
tongue. There are those who argue that 
dfinking hot coffee and the eating of 
hot food also are important causes of 
cancer of the mouth, as well gs stomach 
cancers, 
Dr. C. E. Field comes forward with 
proof that a considerable part of the 
mouth cancers, especially those which 


develop on the gums, are due to false 


teeth. Dr. Field is not a dentist. He 
is interested in treating cancers with 
radium, but his attention was attracted 
by the number of people with cancer 


‘who attributed their trouble to plates, 


arches, and bridges. 

Of 157 cases of cancer of the gums 
and jaws 87 sald their first trouble ap- 
peared next to artificial dentures. There 
were 52 men in the list and 28 of them 
were heavy smokers. Of the 87 cases 


|19 reported that their trouble started 


near bridge work and 68 that it started 
near plates. Two-thirds of the cases 
were in the upper jaw. In 58 it was 
found, that the crowns, bridges, and 
plates had not been kept clean. 
the dental work in many cases was found 
in a filthy condition. In many of the 


cases the nearby teeth were foul and de- 


cayed. 


But the fault was not always with 
the patient. In some cases the plates 


or crowns had been put on within a 


week after ¢he teeth had been drawn. 
When the gums and bony processes ab- 
sorbed later on the dental work did not 
fit and consequently kept the mouth con- 
stantly irritated. In some cases the 
dental work had fitted when it was 
put in, but the gums and processes had 
shrunk or teeth had shifted their posi- 
tions, 
irritation. 

In 50 per cent of the cases seen the 
uleerations and nodules on the gums and 
cheeks had been neglected for months 
and were almost hopelessly advanced. 
In some cases dentists and physicians 
had seen these growths and not recog- 
nized them as cancers. But in the 
great majority of cases the patient was 
responsible for the neglect. He had no- 
ticed the sore placé near his plate on 
his | gums, but he was afraid to find 
out what the trouble was or assumed 
it to be of no consequence, thought ‘it 
would get all right.’ In some eases he 
found the patient had known there was 
an ulcer on his Bums for eighteen 
months. 

‘Dr. Field has had fairly good success 
treating cancer of the gums with ra- 
dium. Some cases too far advanced for 
operation were improved by radium 
treatments to the point where operation 
became possible.

DISABILITY STATISTICS. 
Washington, D; C., May 16.—[Spe- 


| cial. ]—Of the total number of world 


war veterans discharged from the army 
for disability, judged by army stand- 
ards, only 4,392. have been found by the 
medical division of the bureau of war 
risk insurance to be permanently and 
totally disabled, according to figures 
compiled’ on March 31. 

Estimates of the number of men dis- 
charged for disability range from 300,- 
000 to 600,000, the 1919 figures being as 
yet incomplete, and include men whose 


War service may have consisted of only 


a week at a training camp. | 

Of the 400,000 applications for ad- 
justment of claims received by the war 
risk bureau, only 260,000 have been dis- 
ability cases, of which the médical 
board on March $1 had rated 13,809 as 
permanent, 4,392 of which were total 
disability cases, 147,278 as temporary 
disabilities, and 11,149 as “ unimpaired,” 
under which classification are i®®luded 
cases of less than 10 per cent disability, 
which receive no compensatign. 

Applications are being received, how- 
ever, at the rate of 500 a week, and at 
the present time 3,000 totally disabled 
men are receiving their compensation 
of $100 a month and their insurance 
payments, ranging from $5.75 to $57.50 
a month, according to the amount of 
insurance taken out. The claims of 
160,000 other men of varying degrees 
of disability have been adjusted and 
approved. Of the remaining applica- 
tions, 35,000 have been disallowed, 25.,- 
000 discontinued, and 55,000 are pend- 
ing, two-thirds of which await only 
compliance by the men involved with 
the formal requirements of the bureau, 
under the law, for adjustment. 

Compensation for a temporary total 
disability is $80 a month to a single 
man, $90 if. married, $95 is he has a 
wife and child, and, if there are two or 
more children, $0. In additidn, if 
his father or mother or both are de- 
pendent upon him he receives $10 per 


month for each parent. 


Compensation for permanent and 
temporary partial disability is rated on 
a percentage basis and ranges for the 
former from $10 and for the latter from 
$8 to $100 per month. 

A disabled man so helpless ag to be 
in constant need pt & nurse or attend- 
ant may receive not to exceed $20 per 
month, in addition to all other. pay- 
ments. For a double, total, permanent 
disability the compensation is $200 per 
month. 

Transportation toa hospita! the 
services of medical, surgical, and other 
attendants, supplies, and appliances, 
within: their territorial limits, will be 
provided by the war risk bureau when- 
ever and wherever needed to all dis- 
eharged soldiers or sailors in service 
since April 6, 1917. |

REAL VALUE OF 
CLOTHES HALF 
PRICE, IS CLAIM 


Washington, D. C., May 16.—[Spe- 
cial.]—The total cost of a suit of 
men’s clothes, exclusive of all profits, 
is but little more than half the price 
exacted by the retailer from the pur- 
chaser, according to a survey of prof- 
iteering in the clothing industry made 
public here today by W. Jett Lauck, 
formerly secretary of the war labor 
board, and now consulting economist 
for the railroad unions in their fight 
for a living wage. 

The staple sack suit, made of me- 
dium priced wool, which sold in 1910 
for $25, today is retailing for $656. said 
Mr. Lauck. The cost of manufactur- 
ing this suit, including everything 
from wool to transportation, is today 
$37.36, so that profits are absorbing 
$27.64 of the $65 paid by the consumer. 
The retailer takes the greatest propor- 
tion of profit, obtaining in the case ‘of 

a $5 suit the average sum of $22.77.

Dr. S Grant 
Forecasts Split in 
Episcopal Church 


New York, May 16.—[Special.]— 
_ Preaching this morning on “ Will the 


Rev. Dr. Percy Stickney Grant, rector | 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church of 
the Ascension, Fifth avenue and Tenth 
street, declared that in America today 
the bishops of the church are “ reach- 
‘ing for more authority” and that he 
feared, “ through the assertion of Epis- 
copal authority, which so narrows and 
hampers the growth of the church, the 
variety of its expression, and the en- 
ergy of its active ministry, the more 
vigorous of our clergy will organize 
their parishes into community churches 


or will leave the Protestant Episcopal 
ee and establish such churches.” 


| Dr. Grant astonished his big au- 
dience by declaring that the sacramen 
of confirmation “as it is now under- 
stood {s an outworn custom of little 
significance.” He said there were “ few 
thinking adults who join the Episcopal 
church today, and few of them upon 
any intellectual persuasion.” 

He affirmed that he could not recall 
any advance legislation which the Epis- 
copal church had enacted in his time. 
He said ‘the church had made no pro- 
nouncement on suffrage, prohibition, or 
the abolition of poverty. He declared 

that “ the listlessness and selfSatisfae- 
tion of the Episcopal church are driv 
ing some of the more humanitarian | 
clergy out of the ministry.” a 


Dr. Grant said there are at least 
four conditions in the Episcopal church 
today that “ may divide it permanently 
into independent organizations.” 

“These elements of possible seces- 
sion,” Dr. Grant said, “are: 

“The antagonism between high and
